Classroom becomes cathedral of love for First Communion

EL CAJON — A classroom became a cathedral 
of love Sunday as mentally retarded children, 
teachers and parents joined in the celebration o 
a First Holy Communion liturgy. : 


The scene was St. Madeleine Sophie’s Training 
Center for Retarded Children, where nine 
of the children, ages 8 to 18, had advanced far 
enough in their religious training to accept the 
Lord Jesus in Communion. 


Other retarded children, with their families, 
also received Communion at the liturgy con- 
celebrated by Bishop Leo T. Maher and six other 
priests. 


“WELCOME TO our family First Communion 
celebration,’”’ said Bishop Maher. ‘‘We ‘are so 
pleased to be members of God’s happy family. 


“Today,” he told the children, ‘‘we’ll praise 
Jesus, sing and bless God — for there is 
something special about you. You’ve been 
blessed with love and the Holy Spirit, too. Now, 
in return God asks this of you — that you simply 
love one another as he loves you.’’ 


The nine children making their First Com- 
munion sat on little chairs in a row in front of the 
altar table in the large classroom. 


OTHER CHILDREN sat on the floor, for they 
had given up their classroom chairs to parents, 
brothers and sisters. 


Sister Maxine Kraemer, head of the school, 
and Sister Alice and Sister Ellen, teachers, led 
the children in simple song and prayer. 


For this was a liturgy adapted to the children’s 
capabilities and comprehension and they joined 
in the celebration. 


MSGR.I. BRENT Eagen, diocesan chancellor, 
read the penance rite: ‘‘The family of God is 
happy when each one obeys our Father in 
heaven, our parents and our teachers. 


“We are happy when we love all his children. 
We do not want to hurt God. We do not want to 
make others unhappy. We will be loving 
children.” 


The gospel and homily were explained by 
Father Ronald Buchmiller, who told the children 
the simple story of the Last Supper. 


AND’A LUTHERAN chaplain led the prayers 
of the faithful. He was the Rev. Edwin Svendsen 
of the Home of Guiding Hands, Lakeside. 
Retarded Catholic children from that home also 
received Communion. 


At the end Father Robert Miller gave each of

Radishes and tomatoes 


AT THE OLD MISSION San Diego de Alcala’s new rec- 
tory, there’s a priest with something of a green thumb — or 
maybe just dirty finger nails. Anyway, cactus and olives 
don’t thrill me, but I do like the radishes and tomatoes.. 


It occurs to me, however, that radishes are root plants. 
Their brightly attractive and tasty produce is buried and 
inaccessible until dug up. The tomatoes, on the other hand, 
are a little more interesting. They-can be seen and ap-_ 
preciated even before being picked. 


It’s surely too simplistic an analogy, but maybe good 
traditional and good modern catechetics are a little like those 
radishes and tomatoes. 


TRADITIONAL CATECHETICS valued mainly the basics 
or roots of our faith and encouraged us to dig in and find — 
and enjoy — the deposit of faith buried in the Church’s 
theology. And what we came up with and swallowed was 
good. I, for one, disagree with any implication that we’ve 
been entirely wrong all along. 


» 


Good modern catechetics does not abandon the basics or 
roots of our faith. However, it attempts to grow up from those 
roots and offer the student an opportunity to appreciate and 
enjoy his faith while learning about it and before he really 
needs to use some of its produce. Further, it hopes to produce 
a faith-life that is larger and more accessible than the 
traditional approach afforded. 


Maybe some people enjoy learning nothing but the basics, 
but I haven’t seen too many tomato plants with radishes for 
roots.

Lack of conscious role for women 
in Church ‘sad,’ says Sister Kennedy

THE PRESIDENT of the National 
Assembly of Women Religious (NAWR) 
thinks it is ‘‘sad” that there is a lack of 
consciousness of the place of women in the 


Church today. 


Sister Ethne Kennedy, visiting San Diego, 
said that the recent apostolic letters from 
Pope Paul VI on minor orders and the 
diaconate, which were classed by some 
persons as a rebuff to women, did not worry 


her. 


“Neither of the letters was addressed to 
women, and neither took into account the 
synod in Rome which raised the question of 
~ women in the ministry,’ she said in an in- 


terview. 


Bishop, 17 priests mark 


“UNTIL WE HAVE a document that is 
addressed to us, and we have time to spend 
on it, any debate at this stage would be 
merely ‘windmill tilting.’ ” 


Sister Kennedy, first president of the 
NAWR, was in San Diego to meet with 
representatives of NAWR here and visit 
Villa Nueva, the special housing project 
in San Ysidro. 


Developing her thoughts on women’s 
place in the Church, she told me that there is 
a deeper question underlying the recent 
apostolic letters. 


“IT CERTAINLY shows that the con- 
sciousness of women’s place in the Church 
is not there yet — and that is sad.” But she

“PARENT power’ is 
needed to urge Gov. Ronald 
Reagan to sign the McCarthy 
bill giving state income tax 
credits to parents of private 
school children. 


The bill, passed by both 
houses of the legislature, is 
on the governor’s desk 
awaiting action. 


Dr. H. Giles Schmid, 
diocesan school superin- 
tendent, urges parents to 
send the governor “urgent 
personal messages, saying 
what they feel about the bill. 


“PARENTS should say 
how many children they 
have in Catholic school, how 

- much tuition they pay, and 
how much in taxes they pay 
to help support public 
schools.”’ 


Sponsored by Assem- 
blyman Leo McCarthy of San 
Francisco, the bill (AB 1724) 
would permit parents with 
incomes up to $15,000 to 
deduct $125 from income tax 
due for every child in non- 
public school. 


The credit would decline 
from $100 to $25 a child for 
incomes up to $18,999 with 
nothing above that amount. 


THE REDUCTION for any 
family is limited to the total 
tax obligation. For example. 
if a family pays only - $75 
taxes, that is the extent of 
the tax credit. 


Dr. Schmid reported that 
an annual audit of parochial 
schools, just completed by 
Arthur Young and Co. of San 
Diego, shows average an- 
nual tuition in 1971-72 was 
$131. 


In 1969-70, it was $98. In 
1972-73 it is expected to in- 
crease between $15-20, for a 
$150 total.

THE KNIGHTS of 
Columbus are urging Gov. 
Ronald Reagan to veto three 
abortion and sterilization 
bills passed by the state 
legislature during the final 
hours of the 1972 session. 


Dr. Kenneth Mitzner, 
chairman of the state K of C 
pro-life and _ legislative 
committees, has asked all 
Catholics to join in the 
Knights’ drive by writing to 
the governor at the State 
Capitol, Sacramento. 


“Please take a few 
minutes to let Gov. Reagan 
know you oppose the 
corruption of our children 
and the slaughter of our 
grandchildren,”’ he said. 


DR. MITZNER explained 
the three bills before the 
governor are: 


SB 419 (Moscone) 
Extends State Disability 
Insurance’ to _ include 
payments for abortions and 
legitimate pregnancy 
complications (which are 
much less common). Raises 
insurance deductions from 
pay checks. 3 


AB 1004 (Brathwaite) — 
Provides for unrestricted 
abortion for women and girls 
in prison and juvenile 
detention. 


THIS MEANS that parents 
of a girl held by the Youth 
Authority could not prevent 
her from aborting their 
grandchild. 


SB 1358 (Beilenson) — Re- 
quires hospitals or clinics 
which do. sterilizations for 
contraceptive reasons. to 
sterilize anyone on request, 
including girls, 18, and even 
younger if they do not live at 
home. é

“marketing”? God. Madison Avenue, that almost 
legendary New York thoroughfare from which most 
modern advertising ideas spring, constantly strives 
to renew our faith in everything from cars to soap. 
What evangelistic wonders might result from ap- 
plying all that creative energy to a worthier cause! 


Religious columnist for the Indianapolis News, the 
Rev. Robert L’Homme, recently gave these examples 
of ‘‘God through the ad phrases,”’ or TV theological 
teasers: 

God is like Ford: He has a better idea. God is like Coke: 
He is the real thing. God is like Pan Am: He makes the 
going great. God is like Bayer aspirin: He works won- 
ders. 


God is like General Electric: He lights your path. God 


is like Hallmark cards: He cared enough to send the very - 


best. God is like a Slow Poke sucker: He lasts a long 
time. God is like Pepsi: He’s got a lot to give. 

God is like Fide: He gets the stains out that others 
leave behind. God is like VO5 hair spray: He holds 
through all kinds of weather. God is like a Mattel toy: 
You can tell He’s swell. God is like Standard: You can 
expect more from Him, and you get it. 


God is like Ivory soap: He’s 100 per cent pure. God 


is like Lifebuoy soap: He gives you a big lift. God is like 
Dial soap: Aren’t you glad you know Him? Don’t you 
wish everybody did? 

God is like Cheerios: He makes you feel groovy. God 
is like Frosted Flakes: He makes you feel grrreat. God 
is like Sears: He has everything. God is like Alka-Seltzer: 
Try Him, you'll like Him. 


Courage and conviction 


Nobody could accuse President Nixon of lacking 
courage, and certainly he has plenty of conviction.

Fashions of the religious 


Sister Ethne Kennedy, whom I met here last week, 
is a straight talking, direct, warm personality. 
President of the National Assembly for Women 
Religious, she is blazing a pioneer path in a com- 
paratively young organization at a time when the 
whirl of change disturbs the convents. 


In an aside to our main interview, I asked her what 
was happening in the world of nun’s fashions — is the 
trend back to formal habits or not? She said she 
thought not. ‘“‘Every year at the conference of major 
superiors you find more in secular dress,”’ she told 
me. 


“But that isn’t the real question. What we really 
have to ask is: are we comfortable in what we wear, 
are we secure as religious in what we wear?”’ She says 
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she has no problem herself — she was dressed in 
secular garb — and that in her own community some 
are in habits and some not. ‘‘Don’t forget it was only in 
1918 that religious habit was codified in Canon Law 
and rather pressed us into its formality,” she added. 
There’s a power of determination among the 146,000 
sisters of the United States, represented through 
people like Sister Ethne Kennedy, which is finding 
real expression. The fact that there has been, as she 
put it, “restrictive legislation about women in the 
Church for 2,000 years,” in no way deters her. 


Locally our sisters seem to be fairly equally divided 
over dress. In my picture, taken at a recent deanery- 
level meeting for sisters, it looked about half-and-half 
as Father Phillip Straling spoke about the forth- 
coming synod.

Stop it now! 


Just prior to the national elections on November 
7, peace was claimed to be within our grasp. 
Only a few more Kissinger smiles and a few 
more days would bring silence to the guns of 
Indochina and keep the bombers on the 
ground. 

Since then we have Wilnesced apparent double 
talk and double journeys between Vietnam, 
Washington and Paris. The dove of peace still 
refuses to settle. 

Meanwhile the slaughter from the air continues. 
Our B-52 raids were stepped up, not decreased. 
We have been pouring into the arena more and 
more military equipment. And the North 
Vietnamese have done likewise. 

The bishops of the United States, at their recent 
annual meeting, called for ‘‘an end to bombing 
and terrorism which are causing such loss of 
civilian life and destruction.” 


All who respect life — and did we not have a 
“respect life’? week recently? — must abhor 
the continued killing, not only of men in battle, 
but of the hundreds of thousands of innocent 
sideline victims of this war. 

Are we playing the game of peace in the way the 
war was played — as an exercise in politics? 
Or are we really serious in our negotiations 
and our intentions? We have a Christian duty to 
consider the question.

‘What are we 
to do’ they said, ‘with this man performing all sorts of signs? 
If we let him go on like this, the whole world will believe 
in him.’’? (John 11:47+) Later, when Jesus entered 
Jerusalem in triumph “the Pharisees remarked to one 
another, ‘See, there is nothing you can do! The whole world 
has run after him.’” (John 12:19) 

Sin is using the power of God against God. Thus, when 
we try to make everything a function of our own ego and

Confirmation rules 
bring results 


I think Father Warren 
Rouse should be aware of 
some of the _ pastoral 
aspects of the confirmation 
instructions which he 
attacked in his article on 
“military manuevers” (SC 
Nov. 9). 


Along with the words of 
the parish bulletin, he 
would need to know what 
was Said from the pulpit by 
the pastor in the weeks that 
preceded confirmation. 


It could be something like 
this: If you parents want to 
play your full role as father 
and mother of the son or 
daughter whom you will 
present to the bishop for 
confimation, you will need 
to be children of God your- 
selves and this you will 
become by a good confes- 
sion and Communion. 


The pastor used this occa- 
sion for a splendid spiritual 


‘revival in his parish and he 


certainly succeeded. 


I was asked to hear con- 
fessions along with the pas- 
tor during the two weeks 
before confirmation. I was 
astonished at the response 
to the pastor’s appeal. 


The children and young 
people were there in hun- 
dreds with no appearance 
of coercion not 
regimented as sometimes 
happens in our Catholic 
schools. Parents and spon- 


-sors crowded the confes- 


sionals. One afternoon I 
spent four solid hours hear- 
ing mostly adults. 


I chatted with children, 
youths and adults in the 
church grounds and I can 
truthfully say that not one 
man or woman made a 
derogatory remark about 
the pastor. Rather, I heard 
him commended for his 
interest in their spiritual 
welfare. 


One man, arranging a few 
children in his old car, said: 
“Ym a ten yearer. I wish I 
had never stopped.” The 
good done to the parish by 
that spiritual rally is incal- 
culable. 


What Father Rouse wrote 
about his dress regulations is 
ridiculous. ‘““A white shirt 
and red tie for the boys with 
shoes properly shined; girls 
in white dresses with head 
covering... That such should 
be demanded in 1972 is 
incredible.” 


What is wrong with that, 


- Father? If this had been 


more of a ‘military man- 
euver” and not a “joyous

celebration,” I doubt if the 


‘bishop would have pro- 


longed his stay from noon 
until 5 p.m. 


Father Rouse also wrote: 
“I do not know what is 
meant by a_ parents’ 
pledge...” and then con- 
demned it.

One of the _ primary 
reasons CUF, a lay organi- 
zation, exists today is 
because we have listened to 
too many liberal 
theologians. 


From a lay person’s view- 
point, some modern 
theologians use their intel- 
lectual prowess to propose 
new theories, many of 
which appear to be in con- 
flict with the magisterium 
as it exists today. 


This seems to stimulate 
some of the clergy and 
other religious to “carry- 
the-ball,” while others who 
are in strict accord with the 
magisterium remain silent. 
Religious or secular, the 
liberals make the head- 
lines. 


Religious who work full 
time at their vocations may 
believe they understand 
what . the liberal 
theologians are espousing, 
but this is not the case with 
the majority of the laity who 
must rely on the 
“shepherds” to lead their 
“flocks.” 


If the religious are influ- 
enced by the modern 
theologian, how will they 
resolve the doctrinal dis- 
continuities, and if these 
theories are relegated to 
simple terms all can under- 
stand, will they still ring 
true? 


The result thus far has 
been confusion, or, lack of 
Christian unity among the 
clergy as well as the laity. 


On the other hand, 
orthodox speakers like 
Father Mikulich explain 
doctrine as it exists without 
the need for intellectual 
gymnastics and the laity 
understands. 


CUF believes too much 


‘attention is given to modern 


theologians without “equal 
opportunity” to theologians 
who are fulfilling their 
commitment to teach true 
doctrine. We encourage the 
diocese to balance the ros- 
trum so that both sides ofan 
issue may be presented.

Add Titus 1:11, which con- 
demns teachers who spread false doctrines 
“fur filthy lucre’s sake.” 


BLEND THESE ingredients with I Timothy 
6:10: “the love of money is the root of all evils.” 
But before you add this last ingredient, distort 
it. 

When I learned this verse as a child my ver- 
sion was: “money is the root of all evils.” Years 
later I learned my mistake. I also discovered 
that many others make the same distortion. 
Not “the love of money” (which is what the King 
James Bible means by “filthy lucre”) but 
money itself is ‘the root of all evils.” 


Now you have your “filthy-lucre” heresy, 
ready to serve. Once you get the flavor of it, 
you will be able to recognize how popular it 
is among Catholics. (Protestants go for it too!) 
How can you tell? 


INDULGENCE in this heresy makes us 
ashamed even to mention money in church. 
When we can’t avoid the subject of offerings 
— “pledge” is an unspeakably vulgar word! — 
we refer to them apologetically and quickly 
change the subject. 


We admit, sometimes, that the Church 
requires money, but in our minds that only 
makes money necessary evil, but it’s still evil. 


popular in the ancient days of my teens. The 
song was called “Plenty of Money and You.” 


Baby, what I couldn’t do 

With plenty of money and you! 

In spite of the worry that money brings, 
Just a little FILTHY LUCRE buys a lot of 
things.

WHY CALL THIS “filthy lucre” mentality a 
heresy? Because it looks on material things — 
in this case, money — as evil in themselves. 
If not evil, then at least certainly not to be men- 
tioned in the same breath with any “spiritual” 


If you think our clergy shouldn’t talk about 
money, read the gospels again. Over half of 
Jesus’ parables deal with the right use of 
material things. A third of his parables focus 
on the proper use of money. 


We must learn from Jesus’ example. He 
spoke directly, and at some length, on the sub- 
ject of money. He teaches us that how we use 
our money is not merely a “material” question. 
It is also a “spiritual” issue. We need to give 
to God generously of our material possessions 
. ore the sincerity of our profession of 

aith. 


JESUS HAS ASSURED us that one day we 
must give an accounting to him of our steward- 
ship of our whole lives, including the use of 
our money. And, says St. Paul, “it is required” 
in stewards, that a man be found faithful.” (1 


Corinthians 4:2) 


Not only faithful. Stewards must and can be 
even joyful and expectant. Step out on the pro- 
mises of God. Take him at his word: 


“Bring the full tithes into the storehouse, 
that there may be food in my house; and 
thereby put me to the test, says the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open the windows of 
heaven for you and pour down for you an 
overflowing blessing.” (Malachi 2:10)

Question: 
I found my daughter has been given 


a copy of Good News for Modern Man, , 


Protestant version. Is there a 
Catholic version of this New Testa- 
ment? I am very worried that my 
daughter has been given the wrong 
book. She is also reading other evan- 
gelists and went to another church in 
Riverside. I am very worried. 


This widely used version of the New Tes- 
tament is neither Protestant nor Catholic — 
simply God’s word; therefore we should 
rejoice that it is being so widely read! In 
the spirit of Vatican II it is intellectually 
and spiritually sound to seek out the truths 
we have in common with other religious 
traditions. 


But because all faiths lack that unity 
which is so desirable, full participation in 
another church’s rites is both an impossibil- 
ity and a cross that we must bear. 


The Eucharist, for example, signifies not 
only the presence of Christ but it is also a 
sign of unity. The two notions cannot be 


separated. To partake of the Eucharist in 
a non-Roman Catholic Church is to pretend 
that our Churches are united when, in point 
of fact, serious differences still remain. I 
know of no responsible theologian who 
advocates inter-communion at this time. 


Question: 
What is the idea behind putting our 
own hosts into the ciborium before 
Mass? Is it to make an offering of our- 
selves with Christ, or a quick way for 
the priest to count how many hosts 
are required? 


Both — but more! The Constitution on the 
Sacred Liturgy states: “That more perfect 
form of participation in the Mass whereby 
the faithful, after the priest’s Communion, 
receive the Lord’s Body from the same 
sacrifice, is strongly recommended.” 


Large congregations, sometimes make it 
impractical for each person-to place his 
host in the ciborium. In this case, it has 
been demonstrated weekly in many places 
that the people can still receive the host 


consecrated at the Mass if the priest or sac- 
ristan simply places what he considers to 
be an approximate number of hosts on the 

altar. : 


What is left over can be placed in the 
tabernacle where there is a “reserve” 
ciborium in the event that more hosts are 
needed. 


Question: 
What is the usual offering for a Mass 
stipend and why don’t we hear about 
“high” and “low” Masses anymore? 


At the present time, the customary 
stipend seems to be somewhere around two 
dollars. In recent documents and instruc- 
tions the Church has indicated that there 
is no longer a distinction between high 
Masses and low Masses as such. If a larger 
stipend is requested for a sung Mass, the 
purpose of this is to reimburse the musi- 
cians involved and does not imply that one 
form of Mass is spiritually “better” than 
another.

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NEW YORK — A con- 
denSation of a forthcoming 
biography of the late Pope 
John XXIII, focusing 
primarily on the “human 
qualities of the man,” ap- 
pears in the December 
edition of Reader’s Digest. 


Encompassing his 81 years 
(1881-1963), the biography 
entitled Good Pope John was 
written by Lawrence Elliott, 
a roving editor for Reader’s 
Digest, who spent two years 
researching the subject. 


Full of the earthy humor 
for which the beloved Pope 
was famed, the biography 
begins with the pontiff’s 
election in 1958 as, at best, a 
“caretaker Pope’ who at 77 
was not expected to have 
much of an impact on the 
Church. 


IT ENDS WITH his death 
in the midst of Vatican II, the 
most heralded event in 
modern Catholicism. 


Going back to trace his 
youth at Sotto I] Monte in 
Lombardy, his early school 
years, the seminary and 
army life, the biography 
notes that young Angelo 
Roncalli’s ‘‘peasant stamina 
saw him through’ the 
rigorous routines he was to 
face. 


The book condensation 
focuses largely on what was 
to lay the foundation for the 
great encyclicals, Mater et 
Magistra and Pacem in 
Terris that Pope John would 
issue — his early support as 
a priest of the workers in 
their struggle for social 
justice in Bergamo. 


EPITOMIZING John’s life 
ministry, Elliott cites “‘great 
warmth and deep concern 
for his parishioners.” 


The biography also traces 
at length the Pope’s 


diplomatic career as_ the 


papal representative in 
Bulgaria, Turkey and 
France and short tenure as 
the Cardinal-Patriarch of 
Venice. 


Always, however, the 
biography keys on the 
humanity of the man. While 
serving in Bulgaria and 
Turkey during World War II, 
he was. able to save 
thousands — many of them 
Jews — from starvation and 
from Nazi terror. 


LATER, WHILE Arch- 
bishop Roncalli was 
Apostolic Nuncio in Paris, 
Robert Schuman, France’s 
minister of foreign affairs, 
was to say of him: ‘‘He is the 


only man in Paris in whose - 


company one feels the 
physical sensation of 
peace.”’ 


Commenting on what was 
described as his ‘‘adroit- 
ness’’ in representing the 
Vatican, the future Pope 
said, ‘‘I deserve no credit. 


“It is just that my friends - 


in government are ac- 
customed to diplomatic 
indirection. When _ they 
discover I am telling only the 
simple truth, they say, ‘How 
clever that man is.’ ”’ 


A TRUE ecumenist, at 
home with non-Catholics, 
non-Christians. or —non- 
believers, the biography 
noted, he struck ‘up 
remarkable friendships. 


On the other hand, Pope 
John once wrote home that 
the company of kings and 
princes, statesmen and 
ecclesiastics only put him in 
mind of the ‘“‘simplicity of 
our fields.”’ 

In concluding with his 
death — after he had con- 
voked Vatican II, written 
nine encyclicals and brought 
new inspiration to the 
Church and the world, the 
biography notes:

VATICAN CITY — With 
the Christmas holidays 
approaching, Pope Paul 
made opportune use of an 
audience with a group of 
auto club members to warn 
motorists of the ‘‘traffic 
consequences which 
disorderly and uncontrolled 
road traffic causes.”’ 


He also urged “greater 
respect for law and self- 
control,’ declaring that bad 
driving habits constitute a 
grave moral problem in 
many parts of the world. 


Speaking to members of 
the Italian Automobile Club, 
he praised initiatives . by 
competent bodies aimed at 
promoting greater safety 
practices in driving and 
pledged his support of their 
efforts. 


“ON OUR PART,” he 
observed, ‘‘we feel the 
obligation to emphasize the 
ethical aspect of the matter 
which invests the respon- 
sibility of individuals and 
society before man and 
before God.”’ 


Pope Paul said Vatican II 
decreed that persons who 


neglect the laws, including 
those enacted to ensure safe 
driving, endanger the lives 
of others as well as their 
own. : 


He noted that the moral 
problem is aggravated when 
lives are threatened or taken 
by “‘open defiance of laws, 
daredeviltry’”’ and that those 
guilty of such behavior 
display ‘‘the degradation 
and vulgarity to be found in 
some facets of modern 
society.” 


STRONGLY deploring the 
behavior of those who show 
“ostentatious contempt for 
the law” and with ‘moral 
and psychological im- 
maturity place a low price on 
life,’ Pope Paul declared: 


“We therefore raise our 
voice more strongly...in 
order to invite and exort all 
men of goodwill to contribute 
toward seeing that civil and 
Christian conduct, inspired 
by the gospel values of 
brotherhood, kindness, 
respect and mutual help, will 
enter more deeply into the 
sphere of driving conduct.” 
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72 world theologians compare U.S. 
Indochina role to ‘Nazi holocaust’ 


BOSTON — Seventy-two 
prominent professors of 
theology have issued an 
ecumenical letter claiming 
U.S. policies in Indochina 
have caused ‘‘a human 
disaster comparable to the 
Nazi holocaust.” 


American military ac- 
tivities in the war-torn 
region, the statement 
asserts, have given the world 
a legacy of ‘demoralized 
technology’? in- 
discriminately directed 
against a civilian population. 


The ‘‘Ecumenical Letter of 
Theologians to the Christian 


Community”’ declares that 
“unless the American 
example is evaluated and 
condemned by the world 
community of nations the 
very future of the human 
race shall be thrown into 
jeopardy.” 


IT STATES that the 
‘“‘American presence in 
Indochina has become 
morally bankrupt” and calls 


on all Christians’ to 
“disassociate themselves’’ 
individually and in- 
stitutionally from _ that 
presence. 

The letter originated in 
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October at the Second In- 
ternational Assembly of 
Christians in Quebec when 
seven theologians were 
asked todraft a statement on 
the war to be circulated 
among 100 scholars. . 


Updated before release, 
the initial draft was signed 
by 72 persons from the U.S., 
Canada, Europe and Latin 
America. 


A NUMBER OF widely 
known theological names, 
Protestant and Catholic, 
appear on the list. 


Included are the _ oc- 
togenerian Dr. Georgia 
Harkness, retired from 
Pacific School of Religion, 
Berkeley, Calif.; Father 
Edward Schillebeexkx of the 
Netherlands; Dr. Martin 
Marty of the University of 
Chicago and Anglican 
Bishop J.A.T. Robinson of 
Cambridge University, 
England. 


The letter says the signers 
know that a statement form 
an ecumenical group of 
theologians on the war is 
“Jong overdue and that the 
Churches have failed to give 
the Christian people 
adequate guidance on this 
issue in the past.” 


BELATEDLY, the letter 
pledges the efforts of those 
signing it to ‘‘bring home to 
the American government 
its moral and social isolation’”’ 
in its war policies. 


According to the 
theologians, ‘‘the human and 
ecological damage inflicted 
upon the peoples of In- 
dochina ‘‘now approaches 
genocidal proportions, a 
human disaster comparable 
to the Nazi holocaust of in- 
famous history.” 


The letter claims that 4.5 
million civilians have been 
“killed, wounded or made 
homeless”’ in the four years 
of the first administration of 
President Nixon and 1.5 
million soldiers on all sides 
killed.”’

DR. ERWIN D. Canham, 
editor-in-chief of the 
Christian Science Monitor, 
said that ‘healing through 
prayer is very fundamental] 
in the Christian Science 
approach and_ relates 
profoundly to the ultimate 
truth of man’s relation with 
God.”’ 


But, he told the Southern 
Cross, in an exclusive in- 
terview, ‘‘Getting one’s life 
in tune with God is what I 
mean by healing.

Vincentians 
to gather 
in Sun City 


SUN CITY — Members of 
the 28 parish branches 
(conferences) of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society in 
the diocese will hold their 
annual meeting this Sunday, 
Dec. 10, at St. Vincent Ferrer 
church. 


The meeting opens with a 
10:30 a.m. Mass_ con- 
celebrated by Msgr. Michael 
J. O’Connor, pastor of the

Joseph Topping, the 
society’s diocesan director. 
Vincentians are _ par- 


ticipating in a world wide 
year-long novena_ and 
promoting a special prayer 
for the beatification of 
Frederic Ozanam, founder of 
the society in Paris in 1833. 
He died in 1853, at the age of 
40. 


OZANAM WAS only 20 
when he organized the 
Conference of Charity, 
laymen devoted to personal 
service in behalf of the poor. 


Its name was changed 
later to the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society after the 16th 
century French priest who 
founded the Congregation of 
the Mission (Vincentians) 
and Sisters of Charity. He 
was declared patron of 
charity by Pope Leo XIII. 


World Affairs Council of San 
Diego at the University of 
San Diego campus. He is a 
former U.S. delegate to the 
United Nations and served 
on the President’s Com- 
mission on Campus Unrest in 
1970. 


LONG TIME editor of the 
Monitor, he also is a former 
president of the Mother 
Church, the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist in Boston.

on the survival of the race 
and are primordial in their 
significance.” 

Regarding Vietnam, Dr. 
Canham expressed 
“disappointment with the 
rate of peace at present.” 


BUT, HE ADDED, ‘we 
are in the dark as to the 
terms proposed or rejected 
and until we know who has 
turned down what, it is a 
little hard to judge. 


“Tf the ultimate settlement 
collapses or turns into 
something unpleasant, then 
we will have a lot of 
questions as to whether it 
was right or ‘not. Disap- 
pointment is beginning to 
build up. What went 
wrong?” 

Referring to his work with

the campus unrest com- 
mission, Dr. Canham said 
““we were of some service,” 
but the ‘‘cooling off’? on 
campuses was not a result of 
the report. 


“IT IS NOT easy to ex- 
plain... there was a whole 
range of issues. I date the 
cooling off to a considerable 
revulsion of the bombing at 
the University of Wisconsin 
in Madison which resulted in 
the death of a scholar and the 
ruin of research.” 


Students and their 
“counter-culture attitudes” 
became weary, he con- 
tinued. 


“They had put in an in- 
tensive emotional effort and 


the cycle had _ turned. 
Depression hit. Affluence 
wasn’t such a ‘burden,’ 


Vietnam started to wind 
down...” 


WHILE STUDENTS did 
not ‘‘win the revolution,” Dr. 
Canham observed, ‘“‘a_ lot 
was accomplished.”’ He cited 
a large student role in the 
governing of colleges and 
universities and a ‘‘kind of 
democratization of sorts.” 


He pointed to _ the 
“remodeling of institutions, 
not only colleges, but in- 
cluding corporations and 
religious structures. These 
to some extent are a result of 
the counter culture 
revolution.” 


pre Canham, a 
distinguished journalist, 
explained the philosophy 
behind the Christian Science 
Monitor, stressing that ‘“‘we 
lean over backward to avoid 
religious news. 


“WE WANT to persuade 
the public we are a regular 
newspaper and not a 
denominational organ.” 


While the paper usually 
does not endorse political 
candidates, he said, “‘we do 
take stands on issues and if 
someone wants to add them 
up, they could find a 
judgement. 


“Moral considerations 
would be only part of the 
approach — and I would 
want a definition-of a moral 
question.”’ 


“WE TELL OUR readers 
to think for themselves,’’ he 
added. ‘‘There is no sense of 
‘this is what you ought to be 
thinking.’ Our Christian 
Scientist readership is more 
divided on issues than our 
non-Christian Scientist 
readers.” 
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spoke against over reaction to this situation 
“because you have to choose your priorities, 
and just now NAWR is doing much more in 
bringing religious women in contact with 
one another, to share where they are in 
multiple ministries.”’ 

Sister Ethne, of the Society of Helpers, 
who received part of her education with the 
Religious of the Sacred Heart at Manhat- 
tanville college, raised her clear eyes, and 
said: ‘‘Jesus said while there is light I will 
keep walking. We feel the same. This did not 
stop us.” 

She feels the bishops have clarified the 
situation of women and. ministry ‘‘and in any 
case it is more important for the religious 
women of the United States to get together 
and share where they are and to move 
forward together before there is any more 
restrictive legislation. 

“IT WAS REALLY a repetition (the 
apostolic letters) of what we know has been 
restrictive for 2,000 years,’’ she said. ‘“We 
are not perturbed. Last year we published a 
book on women in ministry, in which we 
pointed out that there is nothing against 
women in the ministry, except on 
sociological grounds.” 

Now, she said, they are producing a book 
on “Gospel by design — strategies for 
service.”’ This is a new concept of ministry, 
not based on cult. ‘‘We want to build up 
material for dialogue. We don’t want to take 
positions,”’ she said. 

Of the 146,000 women religious in the 
United States, nearly half of them are full- 
time in education, she said. ‘“Yet we have no 
committee. on education in NAWR, which 
says something about what they think of 
their involvement — whether they are heard 
or whether they have a share in making 
decisions. They will not identify with 
education.” 

THE 70,000 IN teaching is a decreasing 
number, she said. Citing Chicago as an 
example, she said there were many sisters 
who “‘would have died with their boots on” 
but feel they are just not able to deal with 
conditions in the schools. ‘“The number will 
go ondecreasing because in many areas like 


women in Church 


Detroit, where they closed about 106 schools, 
sisters go into other educational ministries 
in parish pastoral work.” 


(She explained that in meetings in San 
Diego she found a situation which is 
“atypical’’ — where those in education felt 
they had an opportunity to make their voices 
heard.) 


Elsewhere, she said, there’s “an ex- 
perience of powerlessness that is too painful 
to look at.” 


THE ROLE OF women religious as 
associate pastors she considers is all but 
accepted. ‘‘I see more and more of it,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘In Denver there are 26. And it’s 
happening in Houston, Toledo and unof- 
ficially in many more dioceses — unofficial 
because of canonical legislation. There’s a 
bit of gamesmanship.”’ 


She feels that deaconess could be one of 
many ministries. She also foresees the day 
of the ordination of women, too. ‘‘But we 
have to get to the deeper question of what is 
ministry. What are the needs of those being. 
ministered to? 

“J find sisters who are in hospital work, in 
prison work and in counseling who are 


‘ saying that we have to discuss the 


sacrament of reconciliation (confession). 
Those people are in situations where they 
have to wait for the formalism of somebody 
with orders coming in, and the moment is 
gone. We are on _ the threshold of 
rediscovering ministry. 

“IF SOME WANT to be deaconesses, 
that’s fine. If some want to be ordained, 
that’s fine — but I hear many of them saying 
ordination for what? Ordination in terms of 
priesthood that the priests are 
questioning ?”’ 

Finally, Sister Kennedy said she felt the 
Church is in an unenviable position today. 


“We thought we had all the answers and we ’ 


knew infallibly that they were right for 
generations to come. And now, we see they 
are not. 


‘“‘So many of our sisters are trying not to 
rush into conclusions. They are resisting the 
temptation, and are looking much more 
deeply. It’s a delicate tension.”

El 12 de Diciembre de 
1531, décimo ano de la con- 
quista, la Virgen se aparece 
en los cerros vecinos a

HOPE IS THE REMEDY by 
Father Bernard Haring, 
CSSR, N.Y., Doubleday. 192 
pages, $5.95. 


Of the three theological 
virtues, faith, hope and love, 
the virtue of hope is the most 
neglected. Yet without it, we 
would never have _ the 
courage to carry on. 

One of the _— great 
theologians of our time, 
Redemptorist Father Haring 
treats the subject in great 
detail in this volume...

Hope Is the Remedy is a 
great book in the tradition of 
solid spiritual reading. 


ON THE WAY TO THE 
FUTURE by Dr. Hans Sch- 
warz. Minneapolis, 
Augsburg. 254 pages, $6.95. 


Lutheran professor Sch- 
warz offers us a_ very 
Lutheran view of the four 
last things. He discusses 
death, judgement, heaven 
and hell, while giving short 
shrift to purgatory. 

The book is_ highly 
organized as befits his 
German university training 
and it advances with clarity 
and logic. From my perusal 
of the volume, it appears 
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that he treats most Catholic 
theologians as adversaries. 


THAT NOTHING MAY BE

THE SAN DIEGO Sym- 
phony will play an all- 
orchestral program with 
Michael Zearott as guest 
conductor for the first time 
at 8 p.m., Dec. 7 and 8, in the 
Civic Theatre. 


Also for the first time, the 
symphony will perform 
Alberto Ginastera’s 
Variaciones Concertantes 
and Jean Sibelius’ Sym- 
phony No. 1 in E minor. 


The program includes 
Mikhail Ivanovitch Glinka’s 
Overture to Russlan and 
Ludmila, which the San 
Diego orchestra played last 
in 1960. 


Ginastera, Argentina’s 
leading contemporary 
composer, wrote 
Variaciones Concertantes on 
a commission. It had its 
world premiere in Buenos 
Aires in 1953. 


Siebelius was 34 when he 
composed his first symphony 
in 1899 and conducted its 
premiere in Helsinki in April 
of that year. 


Glinka’s opera Russlan 
and Ludmila dates from 1842 
and is seldom heard in the 
West, but the vivacious 
overture is a_ concert 
favorite. 


ZEAROTT was_ 1969 
winner of the Dmitri 
Mitropoulos _ International 
Competition for Conductors 
in New York and the first to 
receive a Ph.D. in com- 
position from the University 
of California, Los Angeles. -

Last week, in three per- 
formances in the Civic 
Theatre, the company 
proved again why it de- 
serves that reputation, with 
the world premiere of Alva 
Henderson’s Medea. 


The work proved to be one 
of substance both 
dramatically and musically 
— and a fine initial effort by 
a composer who was not yet 
30 when he completed the 
score. 


BASING HIS work on the 
play by Robinson Jeffers, 
though, provided both 
headaches and highpoints. 


Headache in that it kept 
the title character on stage 
virtually the .entire per- 
formance; highpoint in that 
mezzo-soprano Irene Dalis 
proved herself more than 
capable of sustaining the 


difficult music and 
demanding drama. 
Headache in that it 


provided little contrast in 
voices throughout most of 
two acts — tenor Glade 
Peterson as Jason and 
Samuel Van Dusen as Creon 
were not on stage that long. 


THE NURSE, sung and 
acted very ably by Mar- 
vellee Cariaga, was also 
written in the mezzo range 
and so provided little con- 
trast. Miss Cariaga, also 
gave a fine preformance as 
Medea on Friday, filling in 
for Miss Dalis. 


Use of the women’s chorus 
on stage with Medea, 
offering commentary and 
advice, in the ancient Greek 
fashion was another high- 


point. Their presence 
provided some dramatic 
music and_ gracefully 


stylized stage drama — 
again, dictated by the Greek 
subject matter. 


The production, costumes 
and set by Robert Darling 
and stage direction by Ghita 
Hager, ranks as one of the 
more beautiful ever mounted 
by the company.
